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Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed March 12, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In remarks, page 3, applicant argues "the present invention teaches the retrieval 
of information from a memory and the transmission of this information to an image 
recording device. In contrast Satoh teaches the recording of the data to a memory. Thus 
the present invention takes information from a memory while Satoh sends information to 
a memory." In response, the examiner disagrees. It is noted that Satoh teaches 
retrieving information from a memory of a recording/reproducing apparatus and 
sending retrieved information to another recording device including a memory for 
storing the retrieved and sent information. At column 12, lines 60-65 and column 20, 
Satoh teaches that the images information and sound information stored in a memory 
of the transmission camera are selectively transmitted to the receiver camera. The 
transmitted image information is stored in the memory of the receiver camera (image 
rcording device). 

In remarks, pages 4-5, applicant argues that Satoh "does not teach the specific 
of the first control means as recited in claim 1 and 15 of the invention. The first control 
means of the invention automatically check the availability of potential images 
information on the communication network (page 4)... and the image information is 
automatically subjected to image information based on the priority order established in 
advance, without receiving any instruction directly from an operator." (page 5). In 
response, it is noted that applicant's argument is noted recited in claims.
